ELECTION LAWS 


Facts for Voter* to Understand Be 


fore Going to tho Polls, 


We publish the following qu 


tions from the election, laws for th 
benefit of -voters: 


SEC. 1192. 
ISTo ticket or balio 


must, on the day of election, 
given or delivered by any person 
except the Inspector, or a Judge acl 
ing as Inspector within onehnndrec 
feet of the polling place. 


SEC. 1193. No person must, o 


the day of election fold any tioke 
or unfold any ballot which he in 
tends to use in voting, within on- 
hundred feet of the polling place, 


SEC. 1104. No persoa must, on 


tho day of election within one him 
dred feet of the polling place, ex 
hibit to another, in any manner bj 
•which the contents thereof may be 
cotne known, any ticket or ballo 
which he intends to use in voting. 


SKO. 1195. 
No person must, on 


the day of election within one hun 
dred feet of the polling place, re 
quest another person to exhibit o: 
disclose the contents of any ticke 
or ballot which such other person 
intends to use in voting. 


Any person or person's violating 


any o'f the above sections shall bi 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor. 


An Act to prevent the sale of in 


tosicating beverages on election 
days. Approved March 7, 1874 
1873-4. 297. 


SEC. 1. It shall not be lawful f 01 


any person or persons keeping 
public house, saloon, or drinking 
place, either licensed or unlicensed 
to sell, giveaway, or furnish spiritu 
ous or malt liquors, wine or any 
other intoxicating beverages, on 
any part of any day set apart or to 
be set apart for any general or es 
pecial election, by the citizens in 
any election district or precinct iu 
any of the counties of the State 
when an election is in progress,, dur- 
ing the hours when by law in saic 
district or precinct the election poll 
:ire required to be kept open. 


SEC, 2. Any person or persons 


violating the provisions of this Acl 
shall be deemed guilty of a mis 
demeanor.
